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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 49-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fernie et al. (US 6,179,076 B1) and in further view of Perry (US 5,366,036 A). 

Fernie et al. discloses a pair of separately controllable drive wheels 14 with 
spring biased sleeve coupling 70 and weight-bearing casters 16 on front and rear legs 
60, 64, wherein said drive wheels engage the support surface when a load is places on 
the frame 28, as shown in figures 1-4. Fernie et al. does not disclose vertical supports 
with supporting arms and handles or grips. Perry does disclose a walker/wheelchair 
comprising a pair of vertical supports 40, longitudinal arms 52 with handles 54 forming a 
generally U-shaped upper frame, a seat 126 with back 196, load platform 48, and motor 
controller 240, as shown in figures 1-10. It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have provided the wheelchair of 
Fernie et al. with the upper frame of Perry in order to allow a user to sit or walk with 
motor assist. 



Response to Arguments
